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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed 1 1/02/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In re pages 2-3, applicant argues that "a method of recording onto a storage medium a 
(meaning one or single) video segment" recited in claim 1. 

In response, the examiner respectfully agrees. Boyce discloses from Col. 6 lines 
15-23, that "In the case of progressive refresh, each video frame is likely to contain 

some intra-coded macroblocks the required intra-coded trick play video frames 

form the received data" 

In re pages 4-7, applicant argues that Boyce fails to disclose each and every 
element of at least the applicant's independent claims and specifically claim 1 which is 

"receiving said video segment, wherein said video segment contains at least one 
predictive picture containing intra macroblocks; and 

Selectively converting said at least one predictive picture into an intra picture 
thereby replacing said at least one predictive picture with said intra picture in said video 
segment" 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Boyce discloses from Col. 4 
lines 20-24, that "The present invention is directed to methods and apparatus for 
extracting data from a suitable for use as trick play video frames". Col. 5 lines 21- 
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27, that "Accordingly, by identifying, selecting, processing, storing and combining intra- 
coded macroblocks from a plurality of inter-coded video frames, the .... Is being used.". 
Col. 6 lines 33-Col. 7 lines 12, that "Referring now to the drawings, and initially to Fig. 1, 
there is illustrated a data extraction and frame forming ("DEFF") circuit, generally 

indicated by the reference numeral 10, implemented combining intra-coded 

macroblocks from several inter-coded frames into a single composite intra-coded video 

frame suitable for use during VTR Video frame selection circuit 20 more difficult 

to implement. Single fully intra-coded frame." Syntax parser 12 receives the variable 
length encoded video bitstream which includes a series of inter-coded video frames. 
Circuit 14 receives the output of the syntax parser 12, the MPEG coding elements which 
represent a series of video frames. Circuit 14 identifies the intra-coded macroblocks of 
each received video frame, selects from the identified intra-coded macroblocks.
